JAPAN'S OIL INDUSTRY. 


Since the breaking out of the war 


in the east the oil business in Japan 
has been lost sight of. It seems to 
be a. fact that there is a Standard Oil 
company in that country s well as in 
America. It. was about 1871 that the 
first efforts .were.made-to find oil in the 
empire. 
The company organized at 


that time soon went cat of business.

In fact, it was a failure although it 
discovered traces of petroleum. One 
of the share holders, a man named 
Ishizaka Kazo, had faith and proceed- 
ed to organize another company. This 
made quite a success ot it. But it re- 
quired eight years -hurd work to reach 
the point •where it was considered out 
of the woods.
